OMAN’S suffrage in America has probably had a 

larger forum and a wider discussion and consideration 
than ever since its remarkable experiences incident to the 
woman’s suffrage parade in Washington on March 3d. The 
subject from its ethical, political, social, practical and 
psychological point of view has been handled by groups 
who never before had given it even a passing thought. 


That groups of women everywhere are keenly alive to their 
civic responsibility is evinced by women’s efforts for legisla- 


tive enactments in various States which do not enfranchise 
their women. ‘The following is a review of the legislative 
activities of the women of the States which The Keystone 
represents at the adjournment of their recent legislatures : 
The women of North Carolina worked for and helped bring 
about a compulsory education law in their State; they also 
secured the passage of a bill giving married women the right 
to their own earnings and to recover damages for personal 
injuries, and the passage of a bill to allow women to serve 
on school committees, on boards of State colleges for 
women and on the sub-textbook commission. Henderson, 
N. C., at once selected the first woman to serve under the 
new law by appointing Mrs. Junius Daniels to a vacancy on 
its school committee. The women of South Carolina were 
pledged to work for a compulsory education bill, which was 
vetoed and lost; a bill to raise the age in the child labor law, 
which bill never came up for consideration ; a bill for medical 
inspection in the schools, which was presented and’ supported 
by the Medical Society of South Carolina, and_ finally 
woman's work for kindergartens resulted in a local option 
provision which makes it possible for the introduction of 
the kindergarten into the school system when the local 
demand is made for it. In Florida the women have pre- 
pared a bill to present to their next legislature to authorize 
the employment of women matrons, keepers, nurses and 
physicians in State and county institutions having the cus- 
tody of women and children; they are also working for 
matrons in all institutions; women on school boards and the 
passage of a juvenile court law. In Virginia active, clever 


give to Virginia women a State college for women co-ordi- 
nate with their State university. And these are conserva- 
tive Southern States. In some the women failed to accom- 
plish their desired ends, but in not one did they lose heart or 
courage, and they keep on with their altruistic endeavors; 
for woman’s home, be it house, community, city or State, 
is her first care and the object of all her solicitude and 
desires. The definition of terms is one of the difficult 
problems in language, and the word home has grown with 
the progress of the ages to have a wider and a broader 
meaning than four walls or even an enclosed garden spot. 


-MERICAN Club women are planning for the coming 


Council meeting of the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, which will be held in Washington, D. C., April 
21st-24th. As usual, the Council will be held in Southern 
territory between Biennials, the last three Councils having 
been held in Memphis, Tenn.; San Antonio, Texas, and 
Norfolk, Va. And Southern women are especially inter- 
ested in this meeting, as it will be presided over by a South- 
ern woman, Virginian born and Texan by residence, Mrs. 
Percy V. Pennybacher, who will make her first public 
appearance as a presiding officer over a representative group 
of the great National Association, whose executive she is. 
The facts that this meeting is the first of any size ever 
held by the club women of America in the National Capital 
and that the adjacent territory of Maryland and Virginia 
are offering hospitality to the leaders in this great woman 
movement, make the possibilities of this Council very vital. 
These meetings of the leaders are not legislative, but for 
conference and discussion only, and being smaller assem- 
blages than the Biennials bring about the possibility of a 
closer touch with the personalities who plan and direct the 
club activities of today. Washington at all times offers a 
varied program of attractions to the average American, and 
the present Washington is just now especially interesting 
because of the recent change of administration. There is 
little doubt but that the Washington Council will be the 
largest ever held by the General Federation, and those who 
know their Washington, also predict that it will be the most 
brilliant and enjoyable occasion that the American club- 
woman has yet known.

THE NATIONAL child labor conference in Jacksonville, 
March 138th to 17th, was the largest and most encouraging 
ever held, every Southern State having a delegate. That 
the public is anxious to learn of ways to remedy child labor 
conditions, was shown by the crowds that had to be turned 
away at the illustrated lecture, Children Who Labor. All 
the sessions were well attended, the addresses being a verita- 
ble education along lines often overlooked in these times of 
rush and quick money making. One of the immediate 
results of this conference was the formation of the Florida 
Child Labor Committee with almost a hundred members. 


They plan to introduce a bill in the Florida Legislature next- 


month to meet the situation in department stores and street 


trades, and to prevent the growth in the large child-employ- 
ing industries in this State. Florida is the most backward 
State in laws governing child labor, having no State inspec- 
tion at all and-hardly any laws as to age and condition. 
Shall this continue? Not if the women of our grand State 
will unite and give every support to this labor committee, 
become one with it, and arouse such public sentiment that 
the legislators will see the necessity of immediate laws gov-

HE Literary Department of the Federation is growing 

rapidly ; 1913 marks the fifth year since this department 
was introduced into the Federation and it has proved a 
great stimulus to literary culture. The amount of research 
put into many papers read before clubs would be valuable 
acquisitions for reference, were it not that the writers were 
too modest. 


THE PREVAILING spirit among the clubs during the month 
of March is the observance of Reciprocity Day. Many 
valuable and interesting programs have been planned for 
these occasions by the various clubs throughout the State, 
and in the words of our Federation song: 


“We meet with joy and gladness 
From mountain and from sea; 
Each handclasp means renewal 
. Of faith and loyalty; 
The gate of Opportunity to us is open wide, 
Then in the field of effort let us long and late abide.” 

March 12th promises to be a day of rare enjoyment to the 
sixty-four visiting clubwomen who have accepted the invi- 
tation of the Charlotte Woman's Club in celebration of 
Reciprocity Day. Mrs. Cotten and other prominent speak- 
ers will add interest to the occasion. 

THE CHAIRMAN OF ART makes the earnest appeal to 
every club in our Federation to give at least one good pic- 
ture, neatly, but inexpensively framed, to the poorest rural 
school in each county. ‘The county superintendent of edu- 
cation told the art chairman that he placed the picture pre- 
sented by one of the clubs last year in the poorest school 
building in his county, but added: ‘We can no longer call 
it the poorest school building, by any means, for those peo- 
ple have gone to work, built a new schoolhouse, fixed up 
the grounds, etc., and now it is a credit to our county.” 
Who can say that the influence of that good picture hang- 
ing on those dingy walls did not plant this idea of improv- 
ing and beautifying the school property in the hearts of 
those people! 

Mrs. Ross, Chairman Health Department, hopes for big 
results this year. A bill was presented in our legislature 
for a vital statistics law in this State. The State Board of 
Health asked the Federation to do all in its power to secure 
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the passage of this bill. Mrs. Cotten, representing the 
3,000 clubwomen of the State, endorsed the bill, which was 
successfully carried. Previously we only had a law cover- 
ing towns with a population of one thousand or over. It is 
the greatest importance to the health of the State that we 
have a law governing the whole State. The Health Chair- 
man earnestly requests that some members volunteer to give 
one or more talks in each county on “‘Health in the Homes 
and How to Promote It.” These talks can be made in the 
school buildings. The State Board of Health will give all 
necessary information on any special disease. If we work 
together we can accomplish much. 

GREENSBORO Woman’s Club celebrates Rectprocity Day 
on March 14th. Plans are being made to make this a big 
civic day for town and county. A big civic parade, form- 
ing at 10 o'clock, will be an attractive feature. 

On Fesruary 14TH the Southern Pines Civic League 
invited the clubs of the district, which includes Carthage, 
Pinehurst and Sanford. A most interesting program was 
arranged, the chief object of which was to create interest in 
the work of the Federation. 

THE LirERARY Cus (Sanford) recently gave a Colonial 
Tea, from which a substantial fund was raised to buy new 
books for the town library. 


ONE OF THE noteworthy features of the current club year 
in Goldsboro has been the’ numerous public lectures. 
Through the college extension work of the Household Eco- 
nomics Department of the State Federation, Dr. Gudger, 
Miss Mary Pelty and Dr. Balcomb, of the State Normal 
College, have talked on various aspects of household eco- 
nomics. ‘These have been arranged at the time when the 
county teachers were in session in Goldsboro and could 
enjoy the benefit of the lectures. Besides these college 
extenson lectures, Dr. H. W. Chase, of the North Carolina 
University, gave an interesting talk on “The Treatment of 
Backward Children,’ and Dr. Jordan, of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, lectured on the absorbing subject of 
“Eugenics.”

I wish I had space and time 
to tell you of the special work of the Virginia Federation. 


Splendid work has been done by the chairman of the Indus- ’ 


trial Education, Miss Anna Jones, Lynchburg, always in 
co-operation with the school authorities. and educational 
committees of the State, though the starting and fostering 
of rural school fairs is acknowledged by them to be due to 
the Federation’s initiative. Next fall an exhibit of the best 
work done through these fairs will be held in Lynchburg, 
under the auspices of the Industrial Education Committee 
of the Federation, during the meeting of the State Educa- 
tional Association in that town. This exhibit will be not 
only a showing of what has been done, but an inspiration to 
further effort along this line of work. Hence the Virginia 
Federation finds itself in exact accord with the General 
Federation. Stressing vocational or industrial education as 
its main effort and formulating for the individual clubs the 
principle, that the chief mission of a woman’s club in any 
community is to suggest, to educate and to inspire. This 
principle adopted at our State Council meeting last October, 
is very clearly expressed in a pamphlet recently issued by the 
G. F. W. C. Committee ot Readjustment (Mrs. Sneath, 
chairman), called “Departments of Work.” -ft-is intended 
to give clubwomen a clear idea of the aim and scope of 
organized club work and to unify the work of the General 
Federation, the State federation and the clubs. It can be 
of the greatest help to every club in making suggestions. 
I trust every club in the Virginia Federation will write to 
Miss Mary I. Wood, Manager Bureau of Information, Con- 
gress Block, No. 4, Portsmouth, N. H., for a copy of this 
pamphlet. 

Our Annual State Convention will meet in Clifton Forge 
April 28th to 30th, making it practicable for officers of the 
General Federation to come to our meeting from the Coun- 
cil meeting in Washington, and for Virginia clubwomen to 
attend both meetings within eight to ten days’ absence from 
home. Mrs. Sneath, Mrs. Andrews, Mrs. Reilley, Mrs. 
Williams and several well-known Texas clubwomen will, 
with Mrs. Pennybacker, honor the Clifton Forge meeting. 
Sixteen new clubs will be welcomed into the Federation, 
and Clifton Forge is doing everything possible for a suc- 
cessful meeting. Though one of the smaller clubs in the 
Federation, it is one of the strongest. Their invitation was 
issued to a Federation of less than half our present size, 
but the Clifton Forge clubwomen do not seem to be dis- 
turbed by the necessity of providing for twice as many 
delegates as might have been expected, and insist that all 
who come will be taken care of. A question which will 
come up for discussion is whether in future delegates to our 
conventions will be guests in the homes of ¢elub members or 
will be self-entertaining at hotels and boarding houses. [| 
trust clubs will discuss this and instruct their delegates how 
to vote. We want the consensus of opinion of all the club- 
women in the Federation on this subject, especially the 
opinion of the smaller clubs, who may feel it impossible 
to entertain the Federation if forty or more delegates are to 
be entertained. Other matters which will come up for dis- 
cussion are certain changes suggested in the constitution and

by-laws, by our revision committee and the adoption of a 
State flower, motto and badge. All delegates should be 
instructed along these lines. We trust that all reports will 
be brief and typewritten, as the rule requires; also that 
delegates will speak only to the point and realize the neces- 
sity of limited discussion even on important subjects. But 
most of all we hope that every chairman will make an effort 
to be present and that each club will send at least one dele- 
gate. No club can afford to miss the impetus to work, the 
inspiration to enthusiasm, which will be gained through this 
meeting of the Virginia Federation, promising to be the 
most notable yet of our annual conventions.

IN CONSIDERING the work of the Literature Department, 
Mrs. Platt Decker’s warning against being self-cultured 
came foremost to my mind, a warning that since she uttered 
it at Lynchburg, when Virginia federated in 1907, I have 
never failed to heed. Of course, we were glad to exchange 
or supply programs or papers to other clubs, but how could 
we be more helpful to each other and how be a lasting 
benefit to those coming after us. The various clubs would 
be unwilling and it would be unwise to ask them to put 
aside even temporarily the ab%erbing interest in the fasci- 
nating study of literature, a study that is so necessary to 
the ripe enjoyment of some of the best things that life can 
offer. But why, side by side with that study, should we 
not devote some time to gathering together those delightful 
stories of historic interest in our own State, that have never 
found their way into print, but have found their way into 
many a heart that has thrilled with the joy of hearing them. 
Traditions that have been handed down from generation to 
generation and unless preserved will slip away to be lost to 
us forever. ‘Tales in which our forefathers have borne a 
part, a brave or loyal act,.a kind or gracious word, that we, 
their descendants, love to dwell upon in memory. This 
work is not to be completed in a hurry, just one or two 
papers carefully prepared in the course of a year, to be read 
before your clubs, by no means conflicting with the literary 
or historic work, merely supplementing them. Each club 
to collect the incidents of its own city and county and in 
time when enough of these stories had been found, then to 
hhave them published in book form, by the Virginia Federa- 
tion, illustrating by photographs, places and family portraits 
belonging to the stories. All this would be rather an expen- 
sive undertaking, and as the funds of the Virginia Federa- 
tion would not admit such an expenditure as this would 
entail, I suggested that it would be wise to begin at once the 
nucleus for this fund and that we get out this year a club 
calendar. Six clubs responded, sending photos of some 
place or building of local interest to each club. That 
allowed two months on a page. Making the price but 25 
cents a calendar placed it within the reach of all, and while 
the returns were ridicuously small, we paid the expenses, 
which were heavy, and have the sum of $25 to place in the 
State treasury to be a nucleus for the publication of the 
book. This month I was invited to Washington by Mrs. 
W. E. Andrews, General Federation director and president 


of the District of Columbia Federation, to attend a District 
meeting, and was given three minutes for a talk. I took 
the calendar with me and the applause the calendar received 
was pronounced, and if I had had any left for sale I could 
have disposed of a number of them. ‘To the new clubs who 
have federated since last May and who did not hear this 
message, | would urge that they too would turn their time 
and attention to these unwritten stories of the past, belong- 
ing to their own localities, and work with us in planning 
their next year’s course of studies in faithfully preserving 
some of their treasured memories.

CLUB WOMEN all over the United States are beginning to 
look forward to the Council meeting of the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, to be held in Washington, April 
21, 22, 23 and 24. Added interest is lent to the occasion 
because it is the twenty-third anniversary of the formal 
launching of the General Federation of Women’s Clubs. 
On April 23 and 24, 1890, the Federation’s constitution was 
adopted by the ratification convention held at the old Scot- 
tish Rite hall, on Madison avenue, New York. A year later 
the first council meeting in the Federation’s history was 
called at East Orange, N. J., by invitation of the Orange 
Women’s Club. In the twenty-three years of its history as 
an organization the Federation has grown to its present 
remarkable proportions, and the “Council meetings” have 
become of tremendous importance to the “more than a mil- 
lion” women in the Federation. Being composed of only 
the board of directors, presidents of state Federations, pres- 
idents of individual clubs in direct membership with the 
General Federation, chairmen of departments of work, and 
General Federation state secretaries, it is a much smaller 
body than the biennial conventions, and it has the advant- 
ages that come from closer acquaintance and more direct 
interchange of opinion. Perhaps, for this very reason, 
Council meetings are more enjoyed by those who take part 
in them than are the big biennials. 


The April meeting takes on especial character because of 
being held in the national capital. Today when women are 
increasingly alive to all public questions and their own rela- 
tion thereto, Washington, they admit, is particularly allur- 
ing, not only for its historic interest, but as the theater of 
discussion of matters of great public concern. Presiding 
over the Washington deliberations, will be Mrs. Percy V. 
Pennypacker, elected at San Francisco last July to lead the 
federated forces for the biennial period 1912-1914. Mrs. 


Pennypacker is rapidly winning all over the United States 
the reputation for business ability, tireless energy, charm of 
manner and exceptional oratorical powers that she has long 
had in her own state of Texas. The two vice presidents 
are also interesting women, Mrs. Blankenburg, the Quakeress 
wife of the reform mayor of Philadelphia, and ex-president 
of the Pennsylvania Woman Suffrage Association; and 
Mrs. Sneath, ex-president of the Ohio Federation and chair- 
man of the program for the 1914 biennial. The two secre- 
taries are Mrs. Eugene Reilley, ex-president of the North 
Carolina Federation and chairman of the program for the 
Council meeting; and Mrs. H. L. Keefe, born in York, Eng- 
land, of a family associated with Bright and Cobden in the 
anti-corn law agitation, ex-president of the Nebraska Fed- 
eration and a member of State Conference of Charities. In 
addition to the five officers named, scores of other women 
of national reputation will be present at the Council meet- 
ing. Mrs. Frances Squire Potter, of the literature depart- 
ment, accounted one of the orators of the woman’s move- 
ment and an exemplar of democracy; Miss Zona Gala, of 
the civics department, known to story readers as the author 
of Friendship Village; Miss Helen Varick Boswell, whom 
Roosevelt and Taft sent to Panama to organize the women 
into clubs, “so that the canal work could go on.” A bril- 
liant general program is promised, too. There also will be 
a trip to Mount Vernon, a day in Baltimore, as guests of the 
Maryland Federation, and numerous other features. “On 
to Washington,” is the slogan for the women of the great 
Federation.

THE DESIGNER OF THE CONFEDERATE FLAG, Orren Ran- 
dolph Smith, of Henderson, N. C., passed to the Great 
Beyond on March 3, 1913, just fifty-two years after his flag 
design was accepted at Montgomery, Ala. The funeral of 
this beloved North Carolina veteran took place in the Epis- 
copal church, Henderson, N. C., on March 4th. The North 
Carolina column in the February Keystone, carried an inter- 
esting article on the presentation of a gold medal to Mr. 
Smith by the North Carolina Division U. D. C. in recogni- 
tion of his services to the Confederate cause, and the speech 
of presentation by Hon. W. H. Ruffin gave an interesting 
resumé of his historic incidents in connection with the 
designing of the flag. Thus the North Carolina U. D. C. 
were able in the last moments of his life to show honor to 
one of their heroes of the sixties. 


SCHOLARSHIPS.—The General U. D. C. Committee on 
Education, through its chairman, Miss Poppenheim, 
Charleston, S. C., has issued its fifth annual circular to all 
presidents of divisions and chapters in those states where no 
division exists. 

This circular shows fourteen scholarships.in the posses- 
sion of this committee for award. Eleven of these are open 
for competition in September, 1913. All applications for 
these scholarships must come through the Division President 
and Division Chairman of Education, and must be in the 
hands of the General Chairman by May 1, 1913. 


The following are the scholarships open for sogpettion 
in 1913: 

1. Vassar scholarship, valued at $500, open for competition in the 
State of Louisiana only. 


2. The Washington and Lee scholarship, valued at $350, open to all 
States. 


3. The Sophie Newcomb College scholarship at Tulane University, 
valued at $100. 


4. The scholarship at the University of Alabama, valued at $60 per 
annum. 


5. The scholarship at Lucy Cobb Institute, Athens, Ga., valued at $190. 


; The scholarship at Washington Seminary, Washington, D, C., valued 
at $100. 


7. “The Alice Bristol Scholarship” at the Bristol School, Washington, 
D. C., valued at $1,000, open to all States except Oklahoma. 


‘ 8. The scholarship at the Higbee School, Memphis, Tenn., valued at 
100. 


%. The University of Pennsylvania scholarship, valued at $200. 
10. The Loretta Mother House scholarship, Nexime, Ky., $250. 
11. Miss Mason’s School scholarship, “The Castle,’ Tarrytown-on-the- 


Hudson, valued at $1,000, 

All states are allowed to file five candidates as their quota 
of applicants for these eleven scholarships, all applicants 
must be the lineal descendants of Confederate veterans, be 


at least 17 years old, and all credentials as to Confederate 


record social and educational qualifications must be pre- 
sented through the endorsement of the Division Chairman 
of Education and the Division President. The Chairman 
of the General Committee will make final endorsement and 
arrange for examinations and awards of all scholarships 
after all are filed with her by the State Chairman on May 
1,1913. The circular urges State Division Work for Edu- 
cation, arranges for the collection of statistics as to state 
work and contains a summary of state work for education 
in 1912, arranged alphabetically and easy of access for ref- 
erence. This summary shows eleven General Scholarships, 
valued at $2,560 in 1912; 197 State Scholarships awarded 
by twenty states and valued at $20,022, making a total for 
1912 of 208 scholarships, valued at $22,528; U. D. C. work 
for education. 

Chapters in Northern and Western states are urged to 
give contributions of. money to the General Educational 
work where it is impractical for them to support local schol- 
arships. Answers to this circular are requested by July 1, 
1913, and all division presidents who have failed to receive 
their copies of this circular are requested to notify the chair- 
man at once.
